We 
have a GMC 750 GPM pumper with 1,000 gallon tank, a Dodge 1,200 gallon tanker and a 
LaFrance 750 GPM pumper.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires throughout our state than 
in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading causes of the 1,605 fires were children and fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but 
only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact your 
Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulations is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be violated, call 
your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax payment starting April 
1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact 
your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

All of us here at White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35 have 
been happy to provide another year of service to the school districts of 
Bethlehem, Lafayette, Landaff, Lisbon, Littleton, and Profile, 


Over this past year, the business office has successfully completed 
the transfer of its operations to our new Digital computer system. As of 
January 1, 1986, attendance and grade reporting, payroll, budgeting and 
accounts payable were all on the Digital. We are now working on the com- 
puterization of other SAU functions, such as personnel and staff develop- 
ment records, writing of annual reports, and negotiations data.

Once again this year, the hard-working members of the SAU Staff 
Development Committee provided an in-service program of outstanding merit 
for the collective SAU professional staff. Our in-service days were on 
August 29, September 20, and October 18, with schools closed to provide 
for a full schedule of professional activities. Speakers and instructors 
were contracted with to cover a wide range of topics, including critical 
thinking, stress management, school readiness, classroom management, 
gifted and talented education, motivation and human potential, Teachers 
met in collegial groups to plan and share programs and experiences.
